highest pleasures afforded music are for those who can 

make music themselves: but there are many adult music-lovers 

who feel that this ability beyond their reach. Most the 
conventional musical instruments are comparatively expensive, and even 
more important the fact that skill playing them can acquired, 
most cases, only years study and effort. For this reason, many 
feel that unless they have learned play instrument childhood, 
too late begin. 

Bamboo pipes, which are being made and played many grown-ups 
and children England and other countries, largely overcome these 
difficulties providing instrument which inexpensive, not difficult 
make play, and capable playing wide range music. 
body with enough appreciation musical pitch sing, and with very 
moderate degree manual dexterity, can make himself herself 
musical pipe. Only half dozen simple tools are required, and group 
working together can share them. The bamboo and cork which con- 
stitute the material for pipe need not cost more than ten cents 
treble pipe) thirty cents (for tenor).

Pipes are made various sizes and pitches. complete 
includes soprano, treble, alto, tenor and bass pipes, and also possible 
make aluminum pipes (suitable accompaniment for folk-dancing) 
and transverse flutes. While all these may played solo instruments, 
lend themselves admirably playing music written arranged for 
them two, three, four five parts, and may also played with 
stringed instruments. For this purpose they are provided with adjust- 
ments for tuning. They can played unison parts two 
three people, hundred more.

They Form Group 


EVOTEES the pipers’ art have formed organization (The 

Pipers’ Guild) which now has about eight hundred members. The 
Guild, whose founder and director Miss Margaret James, St. 
Margaret’s Road, Oxford, England, organizes instruction and musical 
festivals, acts centre through which pipers may get together, 
conducts researches into the construction new instruments (such 
the bass pipe, the transverse flute, and various adjusted pipes which 
give greater range), and publishes magazine called The Piping Times.

Properly educated people, pursuing education life-long pro- 
cess and steadily moving higher levels, will ultimately solve the 
other two problems that beset the social order to-day. world devoted 
the pursuit knowledge for its own sake, and humanized such 
knowledge, will hardly tolerate for long spirit social injustice and 
the blight international war. 

the process many by-products will emerge. Conceivably, the 
structure society may changed. More and more, co-operative 
methods will come prevail. workers, shall realize increased 
technical efficiency. citizens, shall attain higher standards 
political and social conduct.

RECREATIONAL CENTRES 
BRITISH COLUMBIA 


Wm. Plenderleith, M.A., D.Paed., A.M.R.S.T. 


Provincial Inspector Schools. 


Dr. Plenderleith well-known Canadian 
authority the Larger Unit Adminis- 
tration and connection with his work this 
field has carried out some remarkable 
experiments Adult Education. 


WEIR, Minister Education and Dr. Willis, 
Superintendent Education, have provided many new educa- 
tional projects for the benefit the people British Columbia. 

One the most notable these projects that branch the 
Education Department foster the establishment centres for 
and recreational activities. The and the Superintendent 
selected and appointed the dynamic Director the 
new movement the Autumn 1934. was decided emphasize 
the physical recreational aspect the objective the beginning the 
course, and later include such phases recreational activities as: 
drama, handicrafts, music, and special study groups. For this reason 
free instruction was first offered all those over years age who 
cared enrol such fields as: swimming, diving, life-saving, first-aid, 
archery, gymnastics, basketball, badminton, softball, track and field 
sports. During the first winter (1934-35) the total enrolment reached 
2,768. the second winter the enrolment had nearly doubled with 
total 4,535 average cost $2.84 for the five months instruction. 


Many Centres Requested 


REQUESTS for the establishment more than fifty new centres 
were received the Minister Education during the 
year. was, course, impossible grant all requests the amount 
money voted for the project had already been stipulated the 
Provincial Government. 
However, 1936 additional grant was made for the extension 
physical and recreational activities. This grant provided winter in- 


struction for 10,489 adults during 1936-37. the present time there 
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are centres established various points throughout the 
providing physical and recreational activities for 15,973 adults.

Sumas-Matsqui Area lies about miles east Vancouver 

between central part the Lower Fraser River and the 49° parallel, 
has area approximately sq. miles and population about 
chief industries the district are: brickmaking, farming 
and dairying. During the long winter evenings many the adults 
the district had opportunity for recreational activities. was there. 
fore suggested that centres established for physical and recreation 
work. For this purpose, conformity with the plans the Education 
Department, notices were posted calling for meeting Abbotsford 
(the central town the Area) all those interested such project. 
The Provincial Director Recreational Activities was present the 
meeting and explained the seventy interested people the objectives 
the scheme. the close the meeting enrolment forms were given 
those present fill out and take their friends. result this 
meeting over 200 persons signified their intention enrolling the 
Abbotsford recreational classes. 

instructor was appointed who arranged time-table 
modate the various groups. The Abbotsford High School gymnasium 
was provided free charge and used the instruction centre. Much 
the equipment (such the vaulting boxes, spring boards, ping-pong 
tables and jumping standards) was made the students the school 
workshops. 


Variety Activities 


HILE the work the Abbotsford Centre progressing, 

representatives from other districts the Area requested that 
centres established their communities. Arrangements were 
fore made obtain the free use community halls and 
buildings for additional recreational centres Matsqui, Sumas and 
Bradner. these centres (including Abbotsford) over seven hundred 
men and women enrolled for such courses weight-lifting, 
culture, tumbling, ping-pong, volley-ball, handball, softball, 
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dancing, basketball, badminton, field and track activities, first-aid 
instruction, singing, and gymnastics. 

The instructor and his voluntary assistants used one the school 
busses transport their equipment from centre centre and they were 
this means enabled utilize the one set equipment instruct over 
seven hundred adults four different centres during each week the 
winter season (November April). 

Enrolment all these courses was free. The students, however, 
voluntarily furnished themselves with their uniforms, any special playing 
equipment, their membership crests (standing for Provincial 
Recreational Centre) and their subscription the news- 
paper published keep all members informed the different events 
and activities planned the various centres throughout the Province. 

The aims the Minister and Superintendent are being realized 
this means and these centres are doing much develop more satisfied 
and healthy populace cost $1.02 per member per season (in the 
case the Sumas-Matsqui-Abbotsford Area).

appropriated for Recreational Activities was spent buildings, and 
that very little was spent equipment. The chief expenditure was for 
instruction—as should be.

OME years before the war branch the Canadian Handicrafts 
Guild was formed Edmonton, but its activities were local, and 
when the war broke out they automatically ceased. After the 

the request the Headquarters Executive Montreal, the branch 
was re-organized and since then has been very active. its first years 
had overcome apathy and indifference. Nobody seemed 
interested handicrafts and strangely few seemed understand what 
was meant the word. The Guild took what was probably the best 
way dispel this ignorance and indifference. series exhibitions 
was held, first Edmonton, then when branch was formed Calgary, 
that city; which those who had old treasures handwork what- 
ever kind, were invited send them that all might see. was amazing 
how many lovely things were shown, and from how many parts the 
world. Treasures embroidery, quilting, lace, china, glass, 
metal, wood. Visitors went round the room exclaiming: had 
idea there were such lovely things Alberta. common 
was, too, hear the remark: ‘‘Why, have plate (or quilt piece 
lace) like that home. know that was the sort thing 
that was wanted. you have another exhibition send the 
second exhibition was even finer than the first, and people who had kept 
their treasures packed away boxes for years began take them out 
and enjoy them, while some who had always had them about began 
look them with newly-opened eyes. And the first object the Guild 
began realized—the awakening appreciation fine handwork. 


EANWHILE, branches the Guild were formed Medicine Hat 
and Macleod, and many questions regarding handicrafts came 
from rural over the province.

districts, such the United Farm Women Alberta, and 
the Women’s Institutes, which had for years been holding small exhi- 
handwork, chiefly needlework, local fairs, had their interest 
stimulated and their critical sense quickened. Inquiries came 
nethods judging, how eliminate poor work and how improve the 
standard. From the beginning the standard the Guild has been high, 
too high, some its critics say. the earlier exhibitions work 
“made was necessary refuse quite large number 
pieces sent in, either because the workmanship was poor because good 
work was done poor material. That this seldom happens now, that 
very few pieces have refused, and that the general standard work 
shown grows higher every year, are proofs that the work the Guild has 
not been vain. 

first the Edmonton Branch the Guild was also the Provincial 
Branch, but more local branches were formed was thought wise 
organize provincial committee centralize and co-ordinate the work 
the local branches. The latest branch formed that Red Deer. 

But the handwork done the province means confined 
the members the Canadian Handicrafts Guild, although may fairly 
claim have given the greatest stimulus and encouragement, and 
more and more being looked other organizations standard and 
referee. Almost every organization the province (and Alberta 
probably the most over-organized province the Dominion) has its 
handicrafts section, holding annual biennial provincial competitions 
and exhibitions. U.F.W.A., 1.0.D.E., Girl Guides, Boy Scouts, 
Y.M.C.A.,—these are only few. The Guild frequently 
asked handle the work and provide judges for these competitions. 


Youth Participates 


Guild particularly interested work with the young people 
and welcomes every opportunity aid developing hand skills 
among them. Every year, June, holds competition for young 
organizations, based the group idea; that is, the main prize 
awarded the group work gaining the largest number points. 
organization may send more than seven pieces work, even 
small groups have good chance win prize, Small prizes are also 
given the best individual pieces done boys and girls respectively. 
Work among the young people considered the Guild the best 
means reviving and retaining the old crafts well developing 
the new. The interest taken these competitions and the talent 
displayed augur well for the future handicrafts Alberta.
